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DETAILED ACTION 

Examiner acknowledges the cancellation of claims 3-6, 1 1 , and 1 8-33. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 , 2, 7-1 0, and 1 2-1 7 allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: After 
searching through patent and non-patent literature, there was no evidence that there 
exists a limitation in direct relation or an obvious variant to the limitations of: 

"deciding not to prune the candidate semantic structure from further 
consideration based on the combined score; 

identifying the parent semantic entity from a second portion of the text; 

removing the penalty factor from the semantic score for the candidate semantic 
structure because the parent semantic entity has been identified from the text; 

combining the syntactic score, the transition score, and the semantic score with 
the penalty factor removed to form a new combined score for the candidate semantic 
structure; 

deciding not to prune the candidate semantic structure from further consideration 
based on the new combined score" 
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3. Further, all arguments directed to claim 1 were considered in light of the 
specification and are believed to overcome the current references used for rejection, 
particularly the closest: 

• Suetal. US 5418717 A (hereinafter Su) teaches semantic and syntactic 
traversing within a tree structure, wherein scoring is used to construct the tree. 

• Deligne et al. US 6314399 B1 (hereinafter Deligne) teaches the use of a 
transition score, frequency of occurrence, and suggests the use of a transition 
probability. 

• Hansen et al. US 20030014399 A1 (hereinafter Hansen) teaches table searching 
as part of a semantic and syntactic structure. 

• Cohen et al. US 20040220892 A1 (hereinafter Cohen) teaches parent and child 
node probability as part of a Bayesian network. 

• Komori et al. US 6662159 B2 (hereinafter Komori) suggests the use of a penalty 
involved in the determination of a transition probability.
